The South Carolina Department of Consumer Affairs works with South Carolina 
Mortgage Brokers to obtain compliance with lawful standards in advertising. This 
notice is to remind you that Section 40-58-70(1) prohibits brokers from 
presenting themselves in the guise of lenders.  
 
Recently it has come to our attention that there are brokers who are not in 
compliance with this law. We would like to caution all mortgage brokers to be 
careful when making solicitations so that you do not risk running afoul of the 
prohibition of presenting themselves as a lender.
